THE  CHOP  IN  EGYPT. 


"Cotton"  of  Manchester,  issue  of  July  26,  contains  the  following 
dispatch  from  the  Alexandria  Commercial  Co.  of  Alexandria,  dated 
July  17:- 

"Reports  from  Upper  Egypt  continue  excellent,  and  from  the  South 
Delta,  good.      In  the  Northern  Delta  where  Sakel  is  mostly  grown 
the  attack  of  loaf  worm  has  caused  serious  damage  on  about  30  per 
cant  of  the  fields.      This  damage  can  only  be  partially  recovered 
with  ideal  conditions  in  August  and  Septembar. 

"Water  supply  is  still  somowhat  poor  and  distribution  irregular 
in  the  North  Delta.      The  Nile  gauges  are,  however,  improving,  and 
if  they  continue  to  do  so  for  about  ten  days  the  position  will  be 
considerably  relieved."

LONG  STAPLE  COTTON  MARKET  CONDITIONS 


The  Now  Bedford  Standard  of  August  24  states  as  follows: 

'•Staple  cotton  markets  were  less  active  this  week,  though  some 

trading  in  small  lots  was  reported.      Irregularity  dovelopod  in 

the  various  staple  typos,  with  soma  stiffening  all  along  the  lino 

in  old  crop  basis,  and  occasional  softoning  in  new  crop  quotations, 

particularly  in  the  shorter  lengths. 

*  *  * 

"Shippers  and  cotton  merchants  are  moro  or  loss  discouraged  about 
the  outlook  for  now  crop  cotton,  and  say  thoy  cannot  remembor  any 
previous  season  in  which  there  has  been  so  little  forward  buying 
at  this  season  of  the  year,  nor  now  crop  prices  so  low.  Prospects 
for  tho  now  crop  cotton  itself  are  nono  too  promising,  thoy  claim, 
and  doclare  the  character  of  the  staple  cotton  has  suffered  heavily 
owing  to  tho  dry  woather.      There  are  fears  that  even  tho  best  sood 
will  fall  short  of  producing  the  staple  length  it  is  supposed  to 
produce,  and  for  that  reason  there  are  few  who  care  to  sell  now  crop 
staples  of  longer  fibor  than  inch  and  fivo  thirty-seconds.  Somo 
claim  a  real  scarcity  of  inch  and  throo-sixteonths  cotton  is  already 
in  sight,  though  plentiful  supplios  of  the  shortor  typos  are  looked  for. 

"Mill  operations  are  still  very  much  curtailed  and  consumption  is 
far  b3low  normal,  but  reserve  supplios  of  cotton  in  mill  warehouses 
have  seldom  been  smaller,  and  for  that  reason  merchants  look  for 
fairly  good  domand  from  week  to  wo ok  as  soon  as  cloth  and  yarn 
markets  get  under  way  for  tho  Fall  season. 

"Virtually  no  activity  in  Egyptian  cotton  has  been  reported  this 
week  and  no  evidence  of  interest  in  Pima  is  apparent  at  tho  moment. 
Quotations  on  each  continue  nominally  unchanged.

MILL  CONSUMPTION  IN  THE  UNITED  STATES  OF  PIMA  AND  IMPORTED 
EGYPTIAN  COTTONS  FOR  JULY,  1930. 


The  Bureau  of  the  Census  reports  mill  consumption  of  American- 
Egyptian  (Pima)  cotton  during  the  month  of  July  as  740  bales  of 
500  pounds  gross  weight,  compared  with  761  bales  in  June  and  914  bales 
in  May.      The  mill  consumption  of  imported  Egyptian  cotton  is  reported 
as  having  been  11,739  bales  in  July,  compared  with  13,278  bales  in 
June  and  15,947  bales  in  May.

THE  CROP  IB  EGYPT , 


"Cotton"  of  Manchester,  issua  of  August  9,  1930,  contains  tho  followin 
dispatch  from  tho  Alexandria  Commercial  Co.,  of  Alexandria,  datod  July  31 

"Reports  from  Upper  Egypt  continuo  almost  monotonously  favourable 
and  the  sama  may  almost  bo  said  about  the  South  and  Central  Delta. 
In  tho  North  Delta  the  plants  damaged  by  loaf  worm  are  putting  on 
now  loaves  whero  they  have  been  stimulated  by  extra  watering  but 
they  can  only  produco  lato  ripening  bolls  which  will  bo  subjected 
to  all  the  adverse  conditions  of  climate  and  pink  boll  worm  in 
September.      In  Egypt  it  is  essentially  the  case  that  the  early  boll 
escapes  the  worm."
